The ordinary route of the Earopean tonrfst
s been so often desoribed that it is diffloult
10 say anything new aboat it, Dr. Bellows’
bArrative, therefore, does not tell ns snything
that has not been told before in books of
travel innnmerable, but it is valaable as con-
Wining the impressions of an intelligent and
onltivated gentleman, who knew how to use
his eyes and ears, who was unblassed by pre-
judioes, and who endeavored to look on life
in the Old World in an appreciative apirit,
Dr. Bellows' desoriptions of persons, scenes,
and incidents are fresh and graphic, albeit at
times a little prolix, and his comments are
ovidently honest and dictated by a desire to

do justice in all ocases when he could
not ocommend. During  his viait
to Egypt Dr. Bellows WS much
impressed with the  Mahometan re-

lgious, observances, and his conclusions are
that there must be some real vitality in such
religion for it to exert the iofluences that it
does. Mo looked upon ths worship of the
Mahometans with the largest Christian cha-
rity, and he saw many things in the simpli-
city of their ceremonials, the multiplication of
mogques, open aliks to rich and poor at all
honrs,and the attention which all olnsses giva to
their religions affairs, which might be imitated
with advantage by Christians. The Cathollo
observances did mot impress Dr. Ballows so
favorably, and he expresses considerabls ap-
prehension at the spread of Roman Catho-
licism in this country. Ilis desoription of the
ceremonials which he witnessed in Rome are
interesting, however, and will repay perusal.

Mass at Bt. Veter’'s Charch in Rome: —

I have just returaed from the Pontifical Mass
